DEATHS W STOR 
INCREASE 10 13 


Boston, August 26.—(#)—Thir- 
teen deaths, three of which were in 
Newfoundland and ten in Nova 
Scotia, have been reported as part 
of the toll of the gale which swept | 


the north Atlantic coast yesterday, 
inflicting tremendous losses on mari- 
time and agricultural interests and 
lines of communications. The closest 
survey foday revealed that three ves- 
sels had been wrecked, costing two 
lives, a third person was drowned 
and a fourth is missing in the wake 
of the storm’s passage over St. Johns, 
Newfoundland. 

A search of the wreckage of the 
schooner Sligo today yielded the body 
of a 14-year-old oy, trapped and 
drowned in the forecastle, and raised 
the total fatalities of the storm near 
Halifax to ten. Others of the crew 
are missing and may swell the list 
of those who perished in the gale. 
; Gaunt Souvenirs. 

Gaunt souvenirs of the storm’s 
fury were straggling ‘into port here 
today. Dismasted vessels stripped of 
small boats and other gear testified 
to the damage done to the fishing 
fleets, 

Three schooners, two from Glou- 
cester and one from Portland, were 
reported aground and a coastwise 
schooner, badly damaged, was towed 
into Vineyard Haven today. 

A tale of hardship as a woman 
and seven men huddled on top of the 
afterhouse for 38 hours was related 
when the Parrsboro, N. S.. schooner 
Minas Princess, was towed into Vine- 
yard Haven by a coast guard vessel. 
The schooner, hit by the gale on 
Wednesday when 25 miles north of 
Cape Cod, filled with water and lost 
her main and mizzeumasts. The only 
place of shelter was the top of the 
afterhouse. There the captain and 
crew of six men, with Mrs. Lorway 
Morris, wife of the second mate. 
stayed for 23 hours before the de- 
stroyer Henley came alongside Thurs- 
day afternoon.

China, August 26.—(#) 
So heav: was the fire against the 
United States destroyer Noa by Nan- 
king nationalists from the south bank 
of the Yangtse river abont Chinkiang 
yestreday. that the Noa’s armament 
was nearly pierced at various points 
where hits were scored. 


Officers of the Noa reported thar 
the destrover encountered the fiercest 
fighting 40 miles below Nanking, 
when unusually heavy ammunition 
was used against the American craft. 
The Noa reached Shanghai tonight 
and bore evidences of the attack. 

The destroyer replied with machine 
guns and automatic rifles, Spring- 
fields. firing 3.000 rounds at the at- 
tackers. who were hidden in high grass 
on the south bank of the Yangtse. 
There were no American casualties. 

The Americans were unable fo as- 
certain if there had been casualties 
among their attackers. 

The Yangtse patrol flagship Isa. 
bel, carrying Patrol Commander Ad- 
miral Hough, arrived just ahead of 
th- Noa. This vessel also was attacked 
br nationals and returned fire. The 
attack eccurred while American ves- 
sel were convoving three British 
commercial steamers from Nanking to 
Shanchai. Officers of the Noa report- 
ed that all foreign shipping in the 
Nanking section of the Yangtse is 
again subject to attack by both north- 
erners and southerners who face each 
other from the north and south banks, 
respectively, of the river.

‘This was made possible 
when the court at Madison, Wis., 
granted a divorce to Miriam Noel 
Wright, former Parisian sculptress, on 
charges of desertion. Olga Milanoff. 
as his housekeeper, has been sharing 
with him his picturesque villa, Talie- 
sen. at Spring Grove, and the tangled 
heart affairs of Wright. his wife and 
his housekeeper have been in_ the 
newspaper spotlight for many mentlis. 

Attorneys for Mrs. Wright said a 
settlement of $36,000 was made out 
of court and that she will live in 
Paris and Bermuda, probably resum- 
ing her work as a sculptress. Since 
she ‘was driven from Taliesen, she 
has been living in California while 
Wright and Mme. Milanoff have heen 
dodging process servers ‘at various 
places in the country, chiefly in the 
Pennsylvania hills. 

Thus ends the starmiest and most 
hectic of the architect’s many love 
affairs.

Hope and Gioom. 


From mid-afternoon, when Lenau’s 
head was seen by the army of res- 
cuers in a shaft parallel to the well 
in which he was buried, there had 
been alternate hope and gloom among 
the watchers. The first setback came 
with the fear of new cave-ins as. the 
exeavators. reached the 30-foot level, 
causing them to slow down to cautious 
digging. 

Then at 7:30 there was a sand run 
which partly filled the well and set 
the work back almost two hours 
more. The loose earth trickled in be- 
tween the timbers used to shore up 
the wall of the shaft. A load of hay 
was brought up and the crevices were 
filled with this material. 

At that time Police Surgeon Rich- 
ard J. Shahahan. of Worcester, was 
lowered into the well and talked with 
Lenan. He tried to persuade the man 
to take some liquid food, but Lenau 
refused. 

“All [ want is th get out.” he told 
the surgeon. The imprisoned man was 
fairly strong, Dr. Shahahan said, but 
the heavy strain was beginning to tell 
on him. 

Pumping Is Resumed. 

When Lenau’s head was freed ear- 
lier in the day. the rescuers had dis- 
continued pumping air into the well 
to enable him to breathe.

Rome, August 26.—The seal of ap- 
proval of Pope Pius was placed on 
several sections of the new Italian 
penal code through the medium of the 
vatican’s official Osservatore Romano 
tonight.

I stood within 
a few feet of Bobby as he hit his 
tee shot to the sixteenth in this game 
and could not detect a single change 
in his mechanics, or in his manner. 
He did not appear in the least bit 
disturbed but gave me the impression 
that he had no intention of getting 
excited, merely intended to hit the 
ball correctly and let it go at that. 

Bobby did just that. He finished 
with three perfect fours, never hur- 
rying a stroke or looking at any mo- 
ment during any of the strokes he 
played like making a mistake. The 
three fours were good enough, for 
McCarthy, suddenly faced with the 
possibility of beating Jones, took 
three consecutive fives.

New York, August 26.—General 
Motors, Steel common, General Elec- 
tric made new high records before 
noon today with the volume of trading 
in these shares very large. as has 
been the case every day this week. 
The market as a whole did not follow 
the leadership of these stocks but sug- 
gested that distribution is going on. 

One large Broadway stock exchange 
house with a large New England fol- 
lowing is advising its customers to 
buy General Moters when issued and 
for the past few days has been a very 
large buyer of this stock. The 
lief is expressed by partners of this 
house that General Motors when is- 
sued will cross steel common selling 
from 150 to 175. 

Those who are extremely bullish 
on General Motors when issued point 
out that in recent years General Mo- 
tors has adopted the policy of pay- 
ing out per cent of its earnings 
in divédends. From which it is con- 
cluded that if from $12 to $14 a 
year is earned on the stock after the 
two for one split up it would mean 
anywhere from $7 to $9 a share divi- 
dends for the common stock including 
extra payments. 

G. E. Also Climbs. 

General Electric which closed at 
129 3-8 shot up to 133 1-2 eaFly in 
the day when Wall street learned over 
the news tickers that the directors of 
of the company were in session. Only 
the regular dividend was declared and 
no ‘explanation was offered for the 
advance in price, however. General 
Kilectric continued to advance after 
it was learned that only the regular 
dividend had been declared. The easy 
way the stock shot up in the early 
trading probably gave professional 
traders the clue that the price could 
easily go even higher. 

Before sailing for Europe, W. C. 
Durant repeated what he said a year 
ago to the effect that those who did 
not believe én the bull stock market 
at least had better not sell stocks 
short. This advice still appears to 
be good at least in some stocks, After 
the close of the market yesterday 
the borrowing demand for Pressed 
Steel Car indicated plainly that there 
was a large outstanding short interest 
in the stock. The opening this morn- 
ing was lower but then there was a 
quick recovery in price indicating cov 
ering of frightened short sellers. 

No Risk for Broker. 

Some stock exchange houses not 
liking the. way some specialties are 
acting are refusing to execute orders 
in these stocks except for cash. That 
means that customers insisting on buy- 
in. such stocks must pay for them out- 
right so that there will be no risk 
on the part of the broker. 

President Storey, of Atchison, talks 
very frankly in his statement that he 
knows that it has been assumed by 
the publie that the company might de- 
clare a stock dividend out of its large 
accumulated surplus but that nothing 
has been done by the directors of the 
company to justify this assumption. 
He says the directors have no plans 


whatever for declaring a stock divi- 
dent out of its large accumulated sur- 
plus until there has been a settlement 


of the questions of valuation and re- 
capture of surplus earnings by the 
government. He points out that it 
would be foolish to get rid of the ac- 
cumulated surplus or even part of it 
until the question of recapture of 
earnings by the government has been 
settled as the government might de- 
mand a recapture of past earnings 
amounting possible to many millions 
of dollars. 

The question of whether or not the 
recapture clause of the transportation 
act of 1920 is constitutional is now 
before the supreme court in a_ test 
case which will decide what all of the 
railroads must do. A decision may 
be handed down in the early autumn, 
shortly after the supreme court re- 
turns from its summer vacation. Most . 
of the judges work on eases while 
taking their summer vacation. 

Rail Earnings Drop. 

The first 28 important railroads 
to report. July earnings show an ag- 
gregate decrease of 6.6 per cent in 
gross and a decrease of 25.5 per cent 
in net. The roads so far reporting 
include New York Central, Northern 
Pacifie, Southern Bacifie, Southern 
and Union Pacific, Lehigh Valley ani 
other important companies. The 
opinion is now forming in the finance 
district here that the trend of trade as 
shewn in these statements should not 
be ignored. 


Commenting on the General Motors 
earnings statement for the first half 
of 1927 a close observer of the stock 
market having a large following both 
in and out of Wall street, has this to 
Say: 

‘The six months’ report of this mon- 
ster concern indicates why it ‘has been 
so much favored marketwise and why 
the directors were willing to order a- 
stoek dividend.» Howevér. the posi- 
tion now suggests the consideration by 
the speculator of that trite old savy- 
ing that ‘no tree can grow to heaven.” 

G. M. C, Earnings Large. 

General Motors’ detailed earnings 
statement for the six months of 1927, 
showing $14.35 a share fot the 8,700.- 
000 shares of outstanding stock against 
$11.56 for the first half of 1926, con- 
firms the forecast officially made early 
this month when the directors met and 
declared the split up, twa new shares 
for one old. A little less than a year 
azo General Motors declared a 50 per 
cent stock cividend increasing its stock 
to 8.700,000 shares. To have earned 
$14.35 a share in six monfhs on this 
increased capital is an amazing show- 
ing. In the very year future, how- 
ever, General Motors is going to have 
17,400,000 shares of common stock out- 
standing. There is every reason to 
believe General Motors is going to 
get their.share of the world’s auto- 
mobile business both in good and bad 
years. But from the viewpoint of the 
speculator looking for stock market 
profits General Motors with 17,400,- 
0OO shares of stock outstanding is a 
very different proposition from Gen- 
eral Motors with only 5,000,000 shares 
of outstanding stock as was the case 
at this time last year. This is true’ 
irrespective of General Motors’ remark- 
able earning power as proved by the 
figures just given out for the first 
half of 1927. This is decidedly not 
the time to get enthusiastically bull- 
ish on General Motors. The time for 
that was when the company had 5,000,- 
000 shares of stock outstandnig. S#ne 
people who owned General Motors 


then are now taking profits.”

Liverpool cables were iower than due this 
morning, which brought about a continua- 
tion of the liquidation that was in evidence 
yesterday. However, the market rallied 


sharply after liquidation seemed to cease and 
contracts were in demand by the trade aud 
apparently by those who had recent:y 
liquidated. The market started upward and 
the advance was accentuated by further re- 
ports, of crop deterioration and some fur- 
ther unsettled weather in the Atlantics, par- 
ticularly close to the seaboa 

It is generally conceded now that the crop 
had deteriorated owing to the adverse weath- 
er conditions during the month of August 
and the steady, continuous increase in in- 
festation of weevil. If such reports of de- 
terioration continue to eome in as have 
been lately. we are likely to see a further 
advance, as undonbtediy the milis must be 
showing some anxiety regarding the con- 
dition of the weather and the crop in 
the south.

As each day passes. crop reports reaching 
here reducing estimates of yield multiply 
in number.

In 
the past 24 hours heary rains occurred in 
the Atlantic states. 

The weather forecast is for 
cloudy and unsettled weather over most of 
the entire belt. Forecasts of this kind 
have been almost as regular as the days 
have come and gone and the effect cannot 
he otherwise than of the most serious kind. 
No one knows what the yield will be nor 
ean any reasonable forecasts of probable pro- 
duction be made. Yet all know conditions 
are adverse to the yield Until prices go 
higher or there is some good evidence of 
error in the reports that are being received 
the only ‘sensible thing to de: is buy cotton.

Bickel. of the United 
Press: Moses Koenigsberg, of the In-

of the New York -Times. and Robert 
P. Scripps, of the Scripps-Howard 
newspapers. 

One resolution treats of the pro- 
tection of unpublished and the other 
of published news. 

he first resolution says: “With 
regard to unpublished news the con- 
ference of press experts lays it down 
as a fundamefital principle that the 
publication of-a piece of news is le- 
gitimate in all cases where the news 
in question has reached the person 
who publishes it by regniar and un- 
objectionable means, and not by an 
act of unfair competition.

Washington residents have slept un- 
der blankets mosf of this month when 
normally the city is frying in tropical 
heat.

_ But whether the weather for the 
country as a whole,is abnormal de- 
pepds on more comprehensive data 


locality. The United States weather 
bureau, in a summary of conditions 
thus far in the vear, stated that the 
year has “by no means been markedly

This statement was in refutation 
of predictions made by Herbert Jan- 
vrin Brown that 1927 would have 
unusually cold spots like the famous 
summer of 1816. The weather bureau 
has repeatedly insisted that ‘no man, 
by known scientific means, can pre- 
dict weather for more than 24 or 48 
hours accurately. 

Brown says that the weatier bu- 
reau’s conclusions as. to: this years 
weather are based on avereges and 
are therefore deceptive. That is, Au- 
gust could have a run of weather be- 
law normal and yet with one or two 
ex’.cmeivy hot devs oe averacs would 
be pulled up possibly to normal.
